Although this autobiography 
spans a lifetime, more than half of the book 
takes up the postwar period, when the author 
aided General Marshall in the ill-starred ne- 
gotiations between the Nationalists and the 
Communists. Some readers may not share 
the author’s enthusiasm for Chiang Kai-shek 
and the Nationalists. They are likely to agree, 
however, that few Americans have known and 
loved the Chinese people on both sides of the 
political fence better than he.
